r up, that w itnesses for the plaintiffs 
had offered to testify in behalf of the 
n>frn?" if money enough was given 
nnd the defense also introduced 
w;!nPShj.s to prove the statem ents re- 
fcrr'-d to in Mr. Waldron's examination 
or Mr. (biddings yesterday.

McDonald, 
superintendent of 
th«* tn.Ro. was placed on the stand and 
f.vnri’ that Nick Tully was one of the 
party that, broke open the shaft house 
previous to the explosion. 
McDonald 
waf in the shaft house at the time with 
■to men. 
One was named Robinson 
nr.d the other Goodhue. 
Later Rob­ 
eson was piaced on the stand and tes- 
::M practically as did Mr. McDonald. 
Rntn men gave descriptions of what 
happened and how they were treated 
from the time of the explosion until 
they were exchanged for striking min- 
* two or three days later. 
•Jngene Wilder was the first witness 
failed and his cross-examination was 
rnr.timied. 
The cross-examination did 
not reveal anything new from what he 
to!d yesterday. He described the blow­ 
ing up of the mine as he saw it and 
r lunp to his story that a party of 
miners did the work. 
Sam McDonald 
«as the next w itness called. lie testi- 
that he arrived in this city at 10 
o'clock last night. 
He said that ho 
was superintendent of the Strong mine 
icrt was in the employ of these plain- 
Iffs in 1894 when it was blown up. 
He had been over to t.hje Independence 
mnrdtng house for breakfast on that 
morning and was returning to the 
.-haft about 9 o'clock. 
When he got 
p the whim house of the Independence 
:;ino he stopped to talk to a man 
«hose face he knew, but he didn't 
.now his name. 
W hile standing talk- 
ir.e he saw a body of men coming rap- 
iiilv over the lower side of Battle 
mountain. 
He said that as sooii as he 
fan them he started for the sijaft 
house'Sad they began to shoot. 
He 
said he.didn't know whetner they were 
Fiooting at him or not, but acknowl­ 
edged that he got to the shaft house as 
aft as possible. 
He said he ran be­ 
tw e e n 350 and 400 feet. 
Mr. Waldron 
tried to get the w itness t.o state that 
th e y were shooting at him, but he 
would not say that they were. 


After a half hour's controversy be­ 
tween t h e attorneys Mr. Waldron was 
permitted to read a portion of McDon- ( 
id's testimony at Colorado Springs in 
which he stated that the bull'pts were 
falling close around him. 
McDonald 
said th at a s soon as ho got to the shaft 
house he told Mr. Goodhue and Charles 
Robinson, who were on the inside, to 
defend the place. 
Ho said that in a 
moment after he got inside the door 
was broken open and three men en­ 
tered. 
He drew his gun on them anu 
drove them back. 
He said that Nick 
Tully was one of the three men who 
fame in. W itness said that Tully held 
his gun in such a position as would 
indicate that he intended to “charge" 
on the men inside. 
W itness said that, 
the crowd kept saying: "Let's blow 
these men to ——." 
The three men 
t!>’n went down into the mine on the 
Udder about ISO feet to the 3d level. 
Mr Donald got, off at the 2d level and 
flost-d the door of the bucket-way. 
White h» was on the 2d level he heard 
the first explosion. 
A little later he 
i^ard another explosion and a lot of 
debris fell down the mine shaft and he 
npDnsed that the men had lowered 
powrjpr into the shaft and touched it 
off. Later he heard a third explosion. 
The witness said that the three men 
wer° kept in the shaft from about 9 
o>lnrk one day until 11 o'clock the 
E°xt day. 
He said the shaft was set 
on fire and that all of the timbering 
was burned out. 
He said that they 
got out through the ore shaft. He said 
tnat before they were let out three 
Ken came down and told them that 
they would be let go home. 
When 
<h°y came out of the mine they found 
(•omo 20 or 30 men standing around 
rifles. 
W itness recognized Hugh 
0 Connell as one of the men. The wit- 
then described the number of 
places that the three men were taken 
to from the tim e they got out. of the 
shaft until they were turned loose, 
^’hen asked if he was abused he said 
that he was. 
He said tnat they sus­ 
pended him with a rope. 
The wit­ 
ness recognized the two Lucia boys 
as bring among the crowd who sus­ 
pended him with a rope. ’ The cross- 
examination did not develop anything 
r‘p-v 
Under re-direct examination he 
testified that after the strikers were 
through hanging him they took them 
ov“r to a cabin, gave them a bath 
afterwards 
exchanged them for 
throe miners captured by the deputies. 


Varies M. Robinson was the next 
fitness. 
He is a miner and lives in 
Anaconda. He said that he was fore- 
of the Strong mine during tue 
“">1 hill war; that the mine shut down 
bntary 6, 1894, bccause the owners 
*ouM not submit to the demands of 
w miners. He said that 14 or 16 men 
suanieti 
mine. He said that on the 
Corning the mine was blown up Mc­ 
Donald had told him before McDonald 
“tit to breakfast that the deputies 
tc coming. He said that while Mc­ 
Donald was away the w itness went 
«side and noticed a man standing on 
op of Bull liill waving his arm as 
lough he were m otioning for someone 
0 pomp on, The w itness said that in 
°'it live minutes he heard some 
j 
a!'d 
McDonald 
came running 
own the hill calling for him to open' 
" door. Witness said that McDonald 


had no sooner got in the shaft house 
than a crowd of miners surrounded the 
house, all 
yelling: "Kill 
them: kill 
them !” 
The w itness then described 
how the three men went down into 
the mine, the explosions, their con­ 
finement, their rescue, their imprison­ 
ment, their 
hanging 
by rope, and 
finally their exchange in practically 
the same manner as did the previous 
witness. 
The defense then asked the 
w itness if in his opinion the Strong 
mine at this tim e was a paying propo­ 
sition. 
Mr. Sleeper objected to the 
question but the judge overruled the 
objection and the w itness testified that 
in his best judgment there was but 
little ore of any value in sight. 
The 
witness said that McDonald had told 
him that the mine lost money previous 
to the time it was closed down. Under 
cross-examination the w itness testified 
that he went east shortly after the ex­ 
plosion. The w itness admitted tnat at 
one time he went before the board of 
pardons and asked that Nick Tully be 
pardoned. 
He said the reason he did 
this was because all of the rest of the 
prisoners who had been arrested in 
connection with this crime nad had 
political pulls and were released and 
he did not consider it fair to keep 
Tully in prison when those who wen- 
just as guilty as he was were par­ 
doned. 


Judge J. W. Huff was the next Wit­ 
ness. 
He testified that he is an attor­ 
ney in Victor and that formely he was 
president of three banks in Kansas. 
He said he was well acquainted with 
Mr. Giddings. 
He said that on .npril 
23, 1900, he and a man by the name of 
David Heaton called on Mr. Giddings 
for the purpose of soliciting a subscrip­ 
tion for the Baptist church. 
The wit­ 
ness said he could not remember the 
exact language of Mr. G.-dings but 
that in substance Giddings had told 
him that he we« all broke up that 
morning because he had just brought 
a w itness for a law suit which he had 
on hand all the 
way 
from British 
Columbia to teB tlfy and that the wit­ 
ness was an acknowledged crook; that 
he had acknowledged to having killed 
two men. robbed three banks, and been 
an all around notorious man. W itness 
said that Mr. Giddings said that he did 
not place confidence in the man him­ 
self but would be compelled to use 
him anyhow. 
The cross-examination 
only brought out the fact that the 
witness did not know whether the 
man was to be used in the Strong case 
or not. 
Mr. Huff said that he was not 
connected with the case in any way 
only as a witness. 
He said that noth­ 
ing had ever been said about what he 
was to get for testifying but that he 
expected to charge Mr. Strong $10 a 
day. 
The w itness said that a 
one 
time he 
brought 
suit 
against Mr. 
Strong over some 
mining 
property 
which his wife owned. 
He said he 
made a settlem ent with Strong for 
$13,000 and that the suit never came 
to trial. 
He said that three days after 
the settlem ent he went to Mr. Strong 
and told him of the Giddings conver­ 
sation. He said that of the three banks 
in Kansas of which he was president 
two of them failed. . 


H. A. R eese of Cripple Creek, who 
is also an attorney for the defense, 
was the next witness. 
He said that 
he met Giddings in Briggs & Cotton’s 
drug store in Colorado Springs on 
June 10, 1900, and that Giddings told 
him he was sorry the jury in the 
N ellie Lewis case did not render a ver­ 
dict for $100.000 instead of $50,000 
damages. 
He said that Giddings told 
him if he had one more w itness he 
would seud Strong to the penitentiary. 
He said that Giddings made the state­ 
ment that he had more money than 
Strong and that he would spend every 
cent of it to land Strong in the peni­ 
tentiary. 
The 
w itness 
then denied 
that he ever had a conversation with 
Wm. Bell, one of the plaintiffs' wit­ 
nesses, in which Bell said that he 
would testify for Strong for $1,500 
down, $500 in case of a trial and $10 
a day and expenses during the trial. 
The witness 
said 
that 
he had at­ 
tempted to see every w itness that thf 
plaintiffs had in order to get from 
them what they knew of the case. 
He said that in all of his search for 
evidence he was emphatic in his state­ 
ments to w itnesses 
that 
he 
only 
wanted 
truthful 
testimony. 
Under 
cross-examination it was brought out 
that at one time Nick Tully had told 
the w itness that for $6,000 he would 
hunt up enough 
evidence 
to clear 
Strong of the charge. He said he would 
get all of the old-timers, including 
Munford, who is supposed to be dead, 
to return to Colorado and testify who 
actually blew up the mine. The cross- 
examination 
brought 
out the state­ 
m ents that a number of the plaintiffs’ 
w itnesses had offered to testify for the 
defense for a consideration. 
He was 
still 
on 
the 
stand 
when court ad­ 
journed.

be a d ry hole. 
In fac t he ordered the 
plug for it a t the S ta r boiler w o rk s and 
h ad in stru cte d the d riller to aban d o n 
the well a t m idnight to n ig h t. 
As well 
as being pro b ab ly th e larg e st p roducer 
in the field this well is one of the deep ­ 
est.

T ully is one of th e m en w ho w as sen t 
to th e p e n ite n tia ry for the blow ing up 
of th e m ine an d L ennox is one of the 
p lain tiffs in the case. 


T ully gave a com lete h isto ry of his 
connection w ith the en tire affair. 
Mr. 
L ennox told of th e in ju ry to the m ine 
by th e explosion and also w h at he knew 
in reg ard to the ev e n ts before an d 
a fte r its reatruction. 
T ully w as one of 
th e best w itnesses the p lain tiffs have 
Introduced. 
H e k ept the en tire co u rt 
room in a high pitch of ex citem en t as 
he n a rra te d the ev en ts of the d e stru c ­ 
tion of the m ine. 
The crow ds continue 
a s larg e a.s ever. 
T he in te rest in the 
case excels an y tria l in D enver for 
years. 
W hen n ig h t cam e judge, ju ry ,

a ro u n d w ith him th a t m orning, 
b u t 
said he h ad fo rg o tten w here he got it. 
H e said th e reason he h a d fo rg o tten 
w as because it w as such a long tim e 
ago. A tto rn e y W aldron questioned him 
closely a s to w h e th er he knew how 
to w ork an electric b a tte ry . 
T he w it­ 
ness said he knew n o th in g a b o u t it. 
W itn ess said th a t the first tim e he w as 
su re th a t S tro n g blew up the m ine 
W'as w hen Bill Bell told him a t L as 
V egas, N. M., a b o u t S tro n g p ay in g the 
m oney over to th e o th er boys in Tom 
P u rs e ’s cabin in th e presence of Bell.

1900.

WEEKLY CROP BULLETIN 


Denver. M ay 7.—F. H. Brandenburg, 
section director of the U. S. depart­ 
m ent of agriculture, h as issued the fo l­ 
low ing w eekly crop bulletin: 


N otw ith stan d 
the 
prevailing 
cool 
w eather of the latter half of the week, 
there has been an excess of tem pera­ 
ture in all d istricts—about four degrees 
a day in the western counties and six 
or seven degrees on the easterh slope. 
Precipitation has been 
general 
and 
m oderately heavy w est of the con ti­ 
nental divide, but on the eastern side 
the show ers have been local and light 
as a rule. 


The soil continues in excellen t con­ 
dition, excep t in localities in the sou th ­ 
eastern quarter of the 
state. 
W inter 
w heat, early sown grains and alfalfa 
are good stand 
and 
m akin g 
rapid 
grow th, and the ranges have started 
nicely. 
E xcep t a t high altitu des, the 
seeding of sm all grains is nearing com ­ 
pletion, and corn and potato planting 
is in progress w ith a large acreage a s­ 
sured. 
G ardens are thrifty and m aking 
sa tisfactory advancem ent. 
Much land 
has been set apart for sugar beets in 
the Grand, Uncom pahgre and A rkansas 
valleys, and the north-central counties; 
planting is practically finished and ear­ 
ly fields are being thinned and cu ltiv a t­ 
ed. 
On the w estern slope, ealy fru its 
are welt set and late varieties are in 
full bloom; elsew here, cherries, plum s 
and early apples are in bloom. The ou t­ 
look is generally favorab le to a good 
yield. 
Straw berries are 
com ing 
into 
bloom in som e of the eastern counties. 
Irrigation is in progress in San Luis 
park, the A rkan sas valley, the north- 
central and the south-central counties.

E lla W h eeler W ilcox h a s reach ed th is p in n acle of 
fam e th ro u g h th e w ritin g of verse of th e e ro tic and n eu ­ 
rotic d escrip tio n , an d a rtic le s upo n th e foibles of h er 
ow n sex, th a t can b est be described by th e ex p ressiv e if 
in eleg an t w ord, “ to m m y ro tic .” 
H er la s t c o n trib u tio n to 
lite ra tu re is upon "W om en in P o litic s,” an d deserves to 
bo illu m in a te d an d fram ed an d h u n g up in w h atso ev er 
places w om en m ay co n g reg ate. 
It is a re m a rk a b le doc­ 
u m en t. 
N o th in g like it h as been seen fo r m an y a long 
day. 
T h e keen m en tal g rasp of h e r su b ject, th e sh a rp 
an a ly sis, and above all th e logic a re so m e th in g to leave 
th e re a d e r gasping. 
T h e re is o n ly one fa u lt to be found 
w ith it; th e screed sh o u ld have been called "A n E lectio n 
in th e S ociety of th e D — of A—R —.” 
M rs. W ilcox ro a- 
sons by -analogy e n tirely ; lik e th e Irish m a n w ho found 
ono fea th e r h a rd to sleep on an d exclaim ed, “F w a t w ould 
a w hole bed av th im b e !” sh e finds th e m eth o d s in one 
club bad, and ju m p s to th e conclusion th a t if one o r­ 
g a n izatio n is u n d esirab le m ore could only be w orse. B u t 
it is o nly fa ir to let h e r s ta te h e r ow n caae, w hich she 
docs as follow s:

Now if it had been th e N atio n al A m erican W om an 
Suffrage asso ciatio n th a t had been gu ilty of all th ese 
co n tem p tib le m eannesses, o r even th e W. C. T. U., w hich 
lean s larg ely tow ard a belief in a R epublican form of 
g o v ern m en t, based upon th e co n sen t of th e governed, 
th e re w ould bo som e ju stificatio n for believing th a t w o­ 
m en needed a little m ore ed u catio n before th ey m ade 
th e ir ad v en t in th e political a ren a. 
If it had even been 
th e G eneral F ed eratio n of W o m en ’s clubs, w hich is th e 
m ost tru ly rep re se n ta tiv e of all th o g rea t o rg an izatio n s 
of w om en, it w ould be a little m ore sensible.

isn 't. 
T h ere a re dozens of s ta te fed eratio n s, but th eir 
elections a re not. m ark ed by an y of th e cataclysm ic con­ 
d itio n s dilated upon by th is so rro w in g d au g h ter. 
At the 
last b ien n ial of th e G. F. W. C. th ere w as th e w idest 
possible difference of opinion on th e subject of reo rg a n i­ 
zation. yet nobody sen t an o n y m o u s letters, th e re w as no 
ill breeding o r v in dictiveness, an d w hen it w as all over 
th ere w as no h a rd feeling th a t one side h ad been de­ 
feated, and no d isposition to crow on th e p a rt of the 
victors. 


T h ere w as a n o th e r rem a rk a b le th in g in th a t co nven­ 
tion. It w as com m ented upon by h u n d red s of w om en, and 
dtood for an o b ject lesson n o t to be read ily fo rg o tten . 
T he fo rty -tw o deleg ates from C olorado voted a s a u n it 
on all questions. 
T hey had n o t ad o p ted th e u n it rule, 
b u t th e ir y ears of p olitical tra in in g had ta u g h t th em th a t 
“ U nited we sta n d , divided we. fa ll.” 
T h e v otes from o th er 
sta te s cam e In ag ain and ag ain on b o th sides of a ques­ 
tio n ; C olorado voted on o ne side only. 
A ll m a tte rs of 
co n tro v ersy had been settled before th e d eleg atio n en ­ 
tered th e co n v en tio n ; th e re w as th e u tm o st h a rm o n y and 
w ith o u t any p reco n certed plan th o se fo rty -tw o w om en 
stood for th e sam e th in g s from s ta r t to finish. 


Ju d g in g from experience, th e b est th in g th a t could 
happen to M rs. W ilco x ’s b ack -b ite rs w ould be six o r seven 
years tra in in g a t caucuses, an d p rim a rie s, an d in m ore 
or less tu rb u le n t conv en tio n s. 
W hen th ey g o t th ro u g h 
th ey w ould know m ore of th e gospel o f give an d tak e, 
an d m ig h t rise above th e p e ttin ess of s p irit th a t now , 
a cco rd in g to h er, ch a ra c te rize s th em . 
In th e m ean tim e, 
it is n o t safe to say w h a t w om en w ill do w ith th e b al­ 
lot, by citin g w h a t th ey do w ith o u t it. 
T h e b a llo t itself

T h is w as a m o st w on­ 
derful b a ttle In m ost of its asp ects. 
O ur sq u ad ro n , a l­ 
th o u g h n u m erica llv su p e rio r in g un fire to th e S p a n ish 
vessels, w as in fe rio r, an d v a stly so, to th e enem y g u n s 
aflo at a n d a sh o re, w hich bore on o u r vessels a u d w ere 
used d u rin g th e tight. 
O w ing to th e sh o a ln e ss of th e 
w a te r ab o u t th e lo cality w h ere th e S p an ish sq u a d ro n w as 
m assed, th e b a ttle w as one a t c o m p arativ ely long ran g e, 
as th e lack of n ecessary local kn o w led g e p rev en ted o u r 
sq u ad ro n fro m closing in to s h o rt range. 
E v en u n d e r 
such d isa d v a n tag e s th e v a st su p e rio rity of A m erican m en,

The mission of San J u a n B a u tis ta is 
an o th er very beautiful example of m is­ 
sion architecture and is in a better 
s tate of preservation th an Capistrano. 
It is one of the later missions, hav in g 
been founded 
by P ad re Lasuen, the 
third president of missions in A lta C al­ 
ifornia; a n d w o rk w as begun on It on 
the day of the feast of St. J o h n the 
B aptist, hence 
its 
name. 
Although 
founded In 17D7 the church Itself 
w as 
not finished until 1S12, and the dedica­ 
tion took place on the 23d of June. At 
one tim e this mission possessed a m ag- 
nilicent chime of bells, nine in number, 
whii-h are said to have been btought 
from Peru. 
But the rich, mellow tone 
for which they were rem ark ab le w as 
u n rn rtu n a te ly lost in the process of re­ 
casting them In San F rancisco m an y 
y ears later. 
M any of the old mission hells tvere 
bi-ouglit from Spanish dominions, and 
played an Im portant p a rt in the m is ­ 
sion services. It wa.s considered a most 
fo rtu n a te thing for a ship to have on 
board a consecrated bell, and it Is re­ 
lated that a certain vessel on its voyage 
to San Diego 
carried 
some mission 
bells. W hen nearin g the coast this v es­ 
sel s tru ck a rock, yet passed on into 
port in safety, and the good captain 
congratulated himself on this escape,

The last week has been a week of 
groat rojoicing at Colorado college. 
Ground was broken for the now Ad­ 
ministration and Science building. 


Already $161*.000 has been secured 
for its erection and equipment. 
Mr. 
Winfield S. Stratton and Dr. 1). K. 
Pearsons of Chicago have already paid 
into the treasury of the college $50.000 
each. 
In fact, nearly all the money 
lias been received by the treasurer of 
the college, and work will now be 
pushed as rapidly as possible. 
It will 
take something more tiian a year in 
which to complete the building, and 
when done Colorado wili possess one 
of the best laboratory biuldings in the 
country. 
This enterprise represents I 
an immense amount of work and do- | 
votion, and the new building is in lino \ 
with the larger plans which exiso for | 
the future of Colorado college. 


Further contracts for the building 
will be made with local builders, and a 
large amount of work will be fur­ 
nished to Colorado Springs firms. All 
money for the erection of the building 
will be expended in Colorado Springs, 
and continuous work will be given to 
a large force throughout the whole 
year. 


As already described in these col­ 
umns, the building will contain thor­ 
oughly equipped science laboratories, 
lecture rooms and offices of adminis­ 
tration. There will be entrances both 
at the south and north, with handsome 
facades and broad steps. 
The archi­ 
tect is the same as I hat of Coburn 
library, Mr. Robert D. Anurews, of 


the firm of Andrews, Jaques & Kan- 
1 on 1. of Boston. 


The board of trustees decided at a 
recent meeting to use the peach-blow 
sandstone, 
if 
satisfactory 
arrange­ 
ments for laying it down in Colorado 
Springs could be made. It is the plan 
of the board to expend not less than 
$25,000 for the purchase of apparatus, 
and other equipment of the labora­ 
tories. lecture rooms and offices. 


One of the most important features 
of the building will be the large "Strat­ 
ton Natural History collection." winch 
is to occupy a large space in the cen­ 
ter of the building. 
Mr. Stratton is 
himself specially 
interested 
in this 
collection, which will contain not only 
the volnable purchase recently mrtrle 
in California, but also the expensive 
geological and paleontological collec­ 
tions which are at present in tile 
museum in Palmer hall. 


The basement of the building will 
contain a well-equipped department of 
assaying, as it is the plan of the trus­ 
tees to make It serve in (-very possible 
way the needs of this locality. 
One 
very important feature will be a large 
room, which is to be given exclusively 
to the use of the physicians of Colo 
rado Springs. This will contain every 
facility for such work as ts necessary 
in lorming correct diagnoses for vari­ 
ous patients who are in their charge. 


No pains have been spared by tno 
faculty of the college In making most 
careful studies of other buildings in 
the country, and in adapting the re­ 
sults of these examinations to the 
needs of Colorado college.

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THE STRONG CASE 


Defense Made GoocJ Use of Their In- 


nings Yesterday-,.-Witnesses Of- 


fered to Testify for Money. 


Special to the Gazette. 


Denver, Hajr 8.—The defense in the 


Strong damage suit had things pretty 
ouch their own way today. The evi- 
dence that they introduced tended to 
show that the striking'miners blew up 
the Strong mine; that Nick-Tully was 
the first man In the shaft hauae after 
It was broken open; that the mine was 
a losing proposition at the time it was 
closed down previous to the explosion; 
ihat three armed -men .were In .the'; 
mine when it is claimed that Allen;: 
and Munford went'In arid strung the ' 
wires and arranged the powder to blow 
It up; that witnesses .for the plaintiffs 
had offered to testify In.behalf of the 
defense if money enough was given 
them, and the defense also'Introduced 
witnesses to prove the; statements re- 
ferred to in Mr.'Waldrbri's' examination 
of Mr. Biddings yesterday. 


Sam McDonald, superintendent of 


the mine, was placed on the stand and 
swore that Nick Tully was one of this 
party that broke open the shaft house 
previous to the explosion. McDonald 
•as In the shaft house at the time with 
two men. 
One was named Robinson 


and the other Goodhue. Later Rob- 
inson was placed on the stand and tes- 
tified practically as did Mr. McDonald. 
3oth men gave descriptions of; what 
lappened and how they were treated 
fora the time of the explosion until 
hey were exchanged:for striking min- 
ers two or three days later.' 
• 


Eugene Wilder was the first witness 
ailed and his cross-examination-was 
ontlnued. The cross-examination did 
not reveal anything new, fromvwhathe 
old yesterday. vHe described.the'blow- 
ng up of the mine as he saw It and 
lung to his.story. that a> party of 
miners did the work. Sain McDonald 
was the next witness called. He testi- 
fied that he arrived in this city at'10. 
'clock last night. He said that he 
was superintendent of the Strong mine • 
nrt was in the employ of these plain- 
ts In 1894 when it was • blown ; up. 
le had been over to the Independence 
warding house':for breakfast on .that 
morning and i/as returning ;to the 
haft about 9 o'clock. Whan he got 
o the whim house of the Independence 
mine he stopped to:talk'.to a man 
whose face he'; knew,'but'..he didn't 
mow his name.' While standing talk- 
ng he saw a bofty of. men coming rap- 
aiy over, the lower-side v, of Battle 
mountain. . Ho said that as sopfi, as he 
aw them '• lie started for.: the "shaft. 
honseTana' they began to':shb6t\He 
aid he,jaian't know whetner ,Uiey were 
booting at hlni or not,, but. ackridivl- 
dged that he got to the shaft house as

fast as possible. He said he ran be- 
tween 350 and 400 .feet. Mr. .Waldron 
tried to get the" witness to state that 
they were shooting at him, but he/ 
would not say that they were.

After a half hour's controversy be- 


tween the attorneys Mr. Waldrpn was 
permitted tp read a'portion of McDon- 
ald's testimony at Colorado Springs In 
which he stated that.the bullffls were 
falling close around him. McDonald 
said that as soon as he got to the shaft 
house he told Mr. Goodhue and Charles 
Robinson, who were on'the Inside, to 
defend the place. Ho said that in a 
moment after he got Inside the door 
was broken open and three men en- 
tered. He drew his gun on thorn and 
drove them back. Ho,said that Nick 
Tully was one of the three .men who 
came In. Witness;sald that 'fully held 
ils gun in such a position-as would 
ndlcate that he. intended to "charge" 
on the men inside.

had no sooner got in the shaft house 
than a crowd of miners surrounded the 
house, all yelling: "Kill them! kill 
them!" The witness then described 
how the three men went down into 
the mine, the explosions, their con- 
finement, their rescue, their imprison- 
ment, their hanging by rope, and 
finally their exchange in practically 
the same manner as did the previous 
witness. The defense then asked the 
witness if in his opinion the Strong 
mine at this time was a-paylng propo- 
sition. Mr. Sleeper objected to the 
question but the judge overruled the 
objection and the witness testified that 
in his best judgment there -was but 
little ore of. any value In sight. The 
witness said that McDonald had told 
him that the mine lost money previous 
to the time it was closet down. Under 
cross-examination the witness testified 
that he went east' shortly after the ex- 
plosion. The witness, admitted tnat at 
one time he went before the board of 
pardons and asked that Nick Tully be 
pardoned. He said the reason he'did' 
this was because all of the rest of .the 
prisoners, who had been arrested in 
connection with this crime nad had 
political pulls and were released and 
he did not consider it fair to keep 
Tully in prison when those who werr 
just as guilty as he was were par- 
doned. , 


Judge J.'.-.W. Huff was the next"Wit- 
ness. He testified that he,is an attor- 
ney in Victor and that formely he-was 
president of three banks in Kansas. 
He aaid'he was.well acquainted with 
Mr. Glddings. He said that on April 
23, 1900, he and a man by the name of 
David Heaton called on Mr. Glddings 
for the purpose of soliciting a subscrip- 
tion for the Baptist church. The wit- 
ness said he could not remember the 
exact language of Mr. GiJaings but 
that in substance Glddings had told 
him that. he WM . all broke up that 
morning because he had just brought 
a witness for a law suit which he had

Columbia to testify and that the wit- 
ness was an acknowledged crook; that 
he bad acknowledged to having killed 
two men, robbed three banks, and been' 
an all around notorious man. Witness 
said that Mr. Oiddings said that he did 
not place confidence in the'matt-him- 
self but .would be compelled .to; use 
him anyhow,:'.. -The..cross'-examluation 
only, brought: b\it': the .fact that, the 
witness did not .know whether "the 
man: was to be used in the Strong case. 
or not. Mr. Huff said that he was not 
connected with the.; easel in any 'way 
only as a wltneas. He. said that npth- 
Ing had .ever been said about what he 
was-to get for'testifying but that-he 
expected to charge Mr. Strong $10 a 
day. . The .witness" said that a one 
time he brought suit against Mr, 
Strong over some mining property 
which; his wife owned. He said he 
made a settlement with Strong for 
$13,000 and that the suit never came 
to trial. He said that three days after 
the settlement he went to Mr. Strong 
and told him of the Giddings conver- 
sation. He .said that of the three banks 
in Kansas of which he was president 
two of them failed. . 


H. A. Reese of Cripple Creek, who 


is also an attorney for the defense, 
was the next witness. He aald.that 
he met Giddings in Brlggs & Cotton's 
drug store in Colorado Springs on 
June 10, 1900, and that Giddings told 
him he was sorry the jury in the 
Nellie Lewis case did not render a ver- 
dict for $100,000 Instead of $50,000 
damages. He said that Glddings .told 
him if he had one more witness he 
would send Strong to the^penltentlary. 
He said that Glddings made the state- 
ment that he had more money than 
Strong and that he would spend every 
cent of it to land Strong in the peni- 
tentiary. The witness then denied 
that he ever had a conversation with 
Wm. Bell, one of the plaintiffs' wit- 
nesses, in which Bell said that he 
would testify for Strong .for $1,600 
down, $600 in case of a trial and $10 
a day and expenses during the trial. 
The. witness said that he had at- 
tempted to see every witness ;that the 
plaintiffs bad in order to get from 
them what they knew of the case. 
He said that in all of his search for 
evidence he was emphatic in. his state- 
ments to witnesses that he. only 
wanted truthful testimony. 
Under 


cross-examination it was brought out 
that at one time Nick Tully had tola 
the witness that for $6,000 he would 
hunt up enough evidence to clear 
Strong of the charge. He said he would 
get all of the old-timers, including 
Munford, who is supposed.to be dead;' 
to return to Colorado and testify who 
actually blew up the.mine. The cross- 
examination brought out the state- 
ments that a number of. the plaintiffs' 
witnesses had offered to testify for the 
defense for a consideration. . He was 
still- on the stand ,when court ad- 
journed.

Of the Status of Affairs of the Treasurer's 


Office—Krause Retained As Expert, 


One of the most Important meetings 


that the city council of 
Colorado 


Springs has ever held was that .which 
occurred

afternoon 
at 8 


o'clock, at which the employment of 
Qustay Krause by the finance commit- 
tee to expert the city treasurer's books, 
was ratified, confirmed and approved. 


The meeting v.-as ft trying one, the 


members of the finance committee mak- 
ing their report, through 
Chairman 


Clark, on the conduct of the affairs of 
the'treasurer's office since the commit- 
tee assumed control of It last week. It 
was a special meeting, called for tha 
purpose of considering matters relative 
to the treasurer's office and tb the cem- 
etery. The latter subject, however, was 
not touched upon. 


Alderman Clark, chairman of ths 


finance committee, when called upon to 
state the business for which the meet- 
Ing was called, said In substance: 


"One 
week ago today It became ap- 


parent to members of the' finance com- 
mittee that there was something wrong 
In the treasurer's office. It was ap- 
parent that he was short In his cash. 
It was deemed advisable to ask him 
for balances and thereupon he said that 
he was short. We then had to decide 
what was best to be done and we 
agreed that It was not advisable7 to al- 
low him to remain longer'In charge, of 
the office; Mr. E. C. Davis. whoiw,as 
recently elected water commissioner of 
the city, wag put In charge of the Office 
and 18 npw acting city treasurer of 
Colorado Springs. Mr. Day, as a friend 
of Mr. Hale, wired to his brother, Wll- 
lard, Hale, and the latter gentleman 
came here Immediately to look after the 
shortage of his brother. The bonds- 
men were notified and the banks were 
Interviewed with a vlsw'to protecting 
the several funds which are carried 
with them and whose protection It was 
necessary to secure. It was deemed ad- 
visable to put a guard at the home of 
Mr. Hale and this was done.

; "When we became suspicious that all 
was not right with the treasurer's office 
we went to Mr.> Smith, who had been 
making an examination of the books In 
the office, and there hangs a tale too 
'Smith was not satisfactory In his re- 
plies to our questions. He was dila- 
tory and evasive. We notified him on 
Wednesday to come to the city hall and 
stiy with his task until he completed 
It. The facts In the case soon came out. 


"On Monday morning Mr. Wlllard 
Hale said that he would deposit his 
draft on the First National bank of 
Newburyport and Mr. Hayes tele- 
graphed to President -E. P. Shaw of 
that bank, and received a reply to the 
effect that it w»ulfl be honored. 
Ho 


then wired the cashier of the Newbury- 
port bank and the report of the presi- 
dent was verified, ,The draft for $30,000 
was then sent on for. verification and 
that Is the nature oC the situation at 
the present time. The agreement of the 
finance committee with Mr. Wlllard 
Hale Is that If the deficit In the treas- 
urer's office Is found to amount to $30,- 
OOOi.Mr. Hayes, with whom the money 
Is deposited, Is to pay it out In full. If 
It Is less Mr. Hayes ,1s to pay the city 
In full and any overplus that there may 
be Is to be returned to Mr. Wlllard 
Hale on" tho placing of the money here 
by Mr. -Wlllard Hale, the finance com- 
mittee saw no further necessity for a 
guard over M. T. Hale and the officer 
was wlthflrawn frpm his'home. • 
"Then the committee took up 
the 


matter of hiring an expert to go over 
the city's books and It was agreed that 
Mr. Smith was not', the man for the 
work. 
We cast a ballot for the man 


who seemed to us the best, and It re- 
sulted In the selection of Mr. Gustav 
Krause from among several applicants. 
His record In tha recent past Is that 
of having experted the books ef Teller 
county and also of the city of Cripple 
Creak and the city of Victor, and he Is 
well known here to many people. When 
we found him he was already In the city, 
being under contract to begin an exam- 
ination of the books and records of £1 
Paso county, under the employ of the 
board of county commissioners, but the 
board released him until such time as 
he f shall have completed his work for 
the,city, the release being at pur re- 
quest. We started-him at 
work on 


Monday. He Is to work on a per diem 
of $12,50 and he ask* that we give him 
an assistant. He has a man with him 
who assisted him In his work In Teller 
county and he is now at work under 
the employ of the finance committee, at 
a per diem at the rate of. $100 per 
month, the council to retain him or 1st 
hlni put at a moment's notice If It does 
not seem advisable to retain him. This 
investigation is tp cover the period of 
Mr. Hate's official life as city treas- 
urer of Cplorado Springs', which began 
In the spring pf 1893. The investigation 
may have to extend to other depart- 
ments than the city: treasury. The 
water department seems to be out of 
shape and there are difficulties alao in 
the matter of the finances, of-the ceme- 
tery department. There,have'been lots 
of lopse wprk In the conduct of the pf- 
flces to say nothing of possible crimi- 
nality.; Mr. Kale's brother says that he 
will spend every dollar he has to re- 
imburse the taxpayers of Colorado 
Springs., Our agreement,with him Is 
baaed upon the existence tpf a shortage 
of $80,000. Aa I understand It, If It is 
more, he stands good'for it,up to the 
amount pf his ability. 


"The treasurer's bond matter requires 
Investigation. Th^work pf the finance 
committee during the past week has 
been exceedingly trying;', I can Bay 
'that;there 1» no member pf the com- 
mittee, who want* to/ifottftrough with 
anything like, It^agaln^-It IB a hard 
ttiine'to say Oiatijtfpses'Hale is a de-

DEATH OF EVAN WILLIAMS. 


San Francisco, May 8.—Evan Wll- 
llarus, ex-governor of Nevada, died in 


Los Angeles, Cal., May 8.—Today 


the president and his party had their 
first taste of the hospitality of Cali- 
fornia. The introduction to the land 
of sunshine, fruit and flowers was like 
a dream of paradise after the three 
days.spent In the alkali deserts of 
Texas, New Mexico and Arizona. It 
was like passing Into fairy land. No 
words can picture the beauty of the 
rich sun-flooded valley between snow 
capped peaks, the orange groves of 
the Santa .Ana. and the trees and the 
flowers which the president saw today. 
Nature seemed to have adorned her- 
self for the occasion in her brightest 
colors. 


Governor Gaga.and the California 


congressional delegation met the pres- 
ident at RedlandB in the San Bernar- 
dino valley at 9 o'clock this morning 
and welcomed him to the state. It 
was here that the president got his 
first faint idea of the wonderful re- 
ception that awaited him. Through an 
avenue lined with palms and Venetian 
masts he drove over beds of roses, 
beneath a triumphal arch of'flowers 
and fruit to the Casa Loma hotel an 
the- balcony of whlck the exercises 
took .plac'j, 
A drive 
through 
the 


orange groves and parks followed. All 
along the route of the drive ladles 
showered the president and Mrs. Mc- 
Ktnley with flowers and through the 
streets they bombarded bfnvfrom -the 
windows with confetti until the air 
was a perfect raa«e 6'f cblor.. From 
Redlands down to Los'Angeles It was 
one continuous ovation. Every sta- 
tion was crowded with children with 
wreaths of flowers in their hands and 
with cheering men and women. Min- 
ute stops were made at Colton. On- 
tario and Pomera, and at 2:30 the 
train drew Into Los Angeles. 


The apprpjph to the city of Los 


Angoles was iieralded by a terrific din 
which could be heard for miles. Steam 
whistles screamed, cannon 
boomed, 


mil as the train passed through the 
Chinese quarter of 
the city long 


'.trlngg of fire crackers hung from 
nvnlngs exploded like the continuous 
nttle of musketry. The city had been 
uautlfully decorated In honor.of the 
nvusldent's coming. The fiesta is in 
progress hero 
and 
tho town was 


dressed like a queen to receive the 
coming of her lord. The colors of the 
carnival, red, yellow and green, rep- 
resenting the wine, orange and olive, 
predominated. The streets were ave- 
nues of masts foatooned with yellow 
bunting and crowned with palm leaves 
and wreaths of laurel. At the station 
the party was met by the citizens' com- 
mittee and many distinguished people 
from all over California. 
General 


Shafter, commander of the department 
of the Pacific, with his entire staff In 
full uniform, had come down from the 
Presidio to greet his chief. Secretary 
of the Navy Long, who was to have 
met the party at San Franclseo, also 
came here to meet tho president and 
was at tho station. Tho party were 
driven in carriages to tho Van Nuyes 
hotel. An escort of artillery and sev- 
eral companies of military had been 
provided to escort them but both the 
military and police had to fight their 
way through the enormous crowds 
which had 
swarmed 
into the city, 


drawn by the double attraction of the 
president's visit and the carnival. At 
the hotel the police were obliged to 
literally farce a way to the entrance.

Nash of Ohio and the Ohio congres- 
sional delegation, who had arrived by 
different routes an hour before the 
president.

for our great civil institutions and your 
affection for the Constitution which 
shelters us all. 


"California had some trouble In iict- 


I ting Into the union in early days. That 


most serious question In the history of 
the republic; that of slavery, deterred 
for a little while your full connection 
with the union of the states but It cam" 
because the earnest, energetic, enter- 
prising, patriotic Americans living on 
this coast demanded the right to shim 
not only In the blessings but the bur 
dens of this great republic. 
(Great 
applause.) 


"The 
miner with his pick and tho 
frontiersman with his axe, with the 
trusty rifle hanging above the cabin 
door, have wrought greatly for the 
human, race, they pioneered civiliza- 
tion. ThiH splendid statee rich In Us 
mines. In Its fruits and Its products, 
rich In its men and Its women, rich In 
Its loyalty to the flag we love, has a 
high and a mighty destiny before It, 
California helped to save the unton 


more than 38 years ago. Hsr soldlen 
fought and fell on tho battlefields of 
the republic and asalstad to preserve 
the union—the best republlo on the face 
of the earth, representing tho hlirhent 
hopes of humanity everywhere. Cali- 
fornia In our recent war with StxUn 
was quick to respond to the call of th» 
executive and California volunteers In 
the Philippines added new glory to our 
flag. This republic never can fall so long 
as the citizen Is vigilant. 'This re- . 
public can never fall,1 sold Jefferson a 
hundred years ago, 'when every cltl- 
en Is ready to respond to the call of 
country.' 


"But, my f ellow-cMlzens, our triumphs 


are not the triumph of war. Our tri- 
umphs are those of a free self- govern- 
ing people, looking to the development 
and upbuilding and extension of liberty 
to the human race. We have problems 
on our hands but the American people 
never ran away from a difficult que«- 
tlon or from a well-defined duty. We 
will meet those problems In the fear of 
God and will carry and maintain the 
blessings of liberty wherever our glori- 
ous banner floats. 


"My fellow-citizens, no greeting could 


hava been mare gratifying to me than

GRAPHIC ACCOUNT 


OFTHEGREAT FIRE 


Yulee, Fla., May 3.—The following 


atory Is from a special correspondent, 
who left Jacksonville ea.rly in the even- 
Ing, at a time when the'excitement was 
at its height: 


Fifteen million dollars' worth of prop- 


erty gone up In smoke and 10,000 people 
made homeless, is the result of a bit of 
wire accidentally getting Into the 
shredding machine of 
the American 
Fiber company today, at the corner of 
Davis and Union streets. The flre start- 
ed between the hours of 12 and 1 o'clock 
In the afternoon and, owing to 
this 
fact, the losa of life will be compara- 
tively small. The fiber factory was u 
wooden shell, full of Inflammable mate- 
rial, and In a few moments It was a 
mass of flames. The wind, which was 
already blowing strong from the south- 
west, seemed to be possessed with a 
sudden fury, and soon was carrying de- 
structive embers all through the city, 
the fairest portion of which lay right 
in the course of the wind. Some delay 
was experienced in sounding an alarm 
and the engine at the water works suf- 
fered a mishap and nothing more than 
ordinary pressure could he obtained. By 
this time the flames had swept to the 
Boston, a huge furniture establishment, 
belonging to W. W. Cleveland and Son, 
who were also proprietors of the fiber 
factory. It leaped across Davis street 
and took a course right through a sec- 
tion on which block after .block of 
frame buildings, mostly occupied by ne- 
groes, had" been erected. Here Is where 
the flre department lost control, as si- 
multaneously In half a dozen places, 
some of them six blocks from the main 
flre, rooms were seen to,burst out in 
flames. The wind, rising higher 
and 
higher, set on flre whole rows of build- 
Ings and attracted at first a crowd of 
curious sight-seers who seemed to be 
fascinated by the sight until they 
learned that their residences, too, were 
in danger of total destruction. It took 
just four hours for that resistless mass 
to consume every building in Its wake 
for a space of six to eight blocks wide, 
from Davis street, near where It start- 
ed, to the Hogan street viaduct, a dis- 
tance of over *ne and a half miles, and 
than, not satisfied with eating out the 
heart of the residential part of the eity, 
it doubled back and came roaring up 
the principal thoroughfare of trade, de- 
stroying everything In what was the or- 
iginal corporation of Jacksonville. 
From the humble homes of the poor 
to tha elegant residences of the well-to- 
do, was but a short journey for the 
flames. After passing Bridge street the 
first house to succumb was the mansion 
of former Councilman Stanzell. Then 
It seemed that whenever there hap- 
pened to be a shingle roof the flying 
embers found lodgement. Blocks away 
from the main fire other fires would 
break out. 


Right into the heart of the town the 
flames swept. The Windsor and the 
St. James, both fine winter hotels, were 
consumed In an Incredibly short time. 
The opera house suffered, and then 
row upon row of elegant residences 
went up. As the viaduct leading over 
the marshes of Hogan's creek to Bast 
Jacksonville was reached it was plain 
that the limit of the progress of the 
flames westward had come. The hope 
of the people grew strong that the 
worst was over, but as far as the money 
value of the damage was concerned 
the worst was yet to come. Just as the 
material for the flames was apparently 
consumed, a shift of the wind sent a 
roaring 'sea of flames southward to- 
ward the river. Then.lt was beginning 
to dawn upon the minds of the unfort- 
unates who had sought refuge at the 
riverside that they were In danger of 
being cut off and being suffocated. A 
rush was made for the South Jackson- 
ville ferry and hundreds were carried 
over to the other side. 


Then came the most thrilling scene of 
the entire day. The flames caught the 
freight warehouses on the Atlantic 
Valdosta & Western railroad and began 
from there on their march backward In 
the teeth of the wind. Slowly 
but 


ourely the flre ate Its way against the 
wind, taking either side of Day street 
until It reached Jones' boatyard. The 
wholesale grocery store of F. & H. 
Dowllns company, the store of Muller 
& Co., and dozens of smaller concerns 
were slowly wiped up. While the 
flames. failed to cross the open space 
known as Jones' boatyard, a new dan- 
ger was threatened. The flames swept 
down In the rear of the United States 
hotel, and that with the Law exchange 
was doomed. 
Meantime, the county 
court house caught flre, and another 
splendid edifice was goon a total wreck. 
' From the United States hotel the 
flames again jumped across the street 
and the work of destruction continued, 
only to be checked when the last bulld- 
ngr near McCoy and Hogan's creek 
iad been destroyed.

The hose was 
quickly brought into play but the flre 
got away from the men and the alarm 
had to be sent In. There Is no fire in 
the building, the factory being worked 
by electricity, and It is two'months 
since the boilers were in use.

In the evening sched- 
ules were maintained on the Bast Bay 
street line. At 7 o'clock additional 
troops reached the city to relieve the 
soldiers who had been on duty for 
more than 24 hours. Crowds are leav- 
ing the city on outgoing trains yet the 
multitudes of homeless people on the 
streets do not.appear decreased. The 
night scenes are picturesque and piti- 
ful.

ently reiterated is to the effect that a 
party of men and .women driven to 
the docks by. the flre were compelled 
to jump Into the water and that sev- 
eral of them Were drowned. Mrs. 
Kogan, a negro woman, was burned 
in her house and her charred remains 
were burled by friends this afternoon. 
The burned district is 13 blocks wide 
and two miles long and extends from 
the St. John's river, where it burned 
10 docks to the water's edge, to Cath- 
erine street on the east. Orange or 
the north and Davis on the w.est This 
Immense area was swept as clean as 
a floor. The city Is under martial law 
and all of the available state militia 
is on duty in the streets of Jackson- 
ville.

Denver, May 4.—The attorneys for the 


plaintiffs in-the Strong damage suit an- 
nounced at the close of today's session 
that they would complete the Intro- 
duction of testimony either Monday 
or Tuesday of the coming week. The 
defense will then begin the introduc- 
tion of Its testimony. It is thought 
that the trial will last at least ten 
days longer. Today was devoted to the 
testimony of three 
witnesses: 
Nick 
Tully, Mr. Lennox and Sherman Bell. 
Tully Is one of the men who was sent 
to the penitentiary for the blowing up 
of the mine and Lennox Is one of the 
plaintiffs In the case. 
Tulty gave a comlete history of his 
connection with the entire affair. Mr. 
Lennox told of the Injury to the mine 
by the explosion and also what he knew 
In regard to the events before and 
after its restructlon, Tully was one of 
the beat witnesses the plaintiffs have 
Introduced. He kept the entire court 
room In a high pitch of excitement as 
he narrated the events of the destruc- 
tion of the mine. The crowds continue 
as large as ever. The Interest in the 
case; excels- any trial In Denver for 
years. When night came judge, jury, 
attorneys, court reporter, defendants, 
plaintiffs and witnesses all showed that 
the events of the past week have 
been very tiresome and all were glad 
to get one day's rest. 
Tully Cross-Examined. 


Nlok Tully went on the stand Imme- 
diately upon the opening of court this 
morning and Attorney Waldron began 
his cross-examination.

WEEKLY CROP~BJILLET1N 


Denver, May 7.—F. H. Brandenburg, 


section director of the U. S. depart- 
ment of agriculture, has Issued the fol- 
lowing weekly crop bulletin: 
Not withstand the prevailing 
cool 


weather of the latter half of the week, 
there has been an excess of tempera- 
ture in all-districts—about four degrees 
a day in the western counties and six 
or seven degrees on the eastern slope. 
Precipitation has been 
general 
and 
moderately heavy west of the conti- 
nental divide, but on the eastern side 
the showers have been local and light 
as a rule. 
The soil continues In excellent con- 


dition, except In localities In the south- 
eastern quarter of the state. Winter 
wheat, early sown grains and alfalfa 
are good stand 
and making 
rapid 
growth, and the ranges have started 
nicely, .Except at high altitudes, the 
seeding of small grains Is nearing com- 
pletion, and corn and potato planting 
is in progress with a large acreage as- 
sured. Gardens are thrifty and making 
satisfactory advancement. Much land 
has been set apart for sugar beets In 
the Grand, Uncompahgre and Arkansas 
valleys, and the north-central counties; 
planting'is practically finished and ear- 
ly fields are being thinned and cultivat- 
ed. On the western slope, ealy fruits 
are well set and late varieties are in 
full bloom; elsewhere, cherries, plums 
and early apples are In bloom. The out- 
look is generally favorable to a. good 
yield. Strawberries are coming into 
bloom in some of the eastern counties. 
Irrigation is:in progress in San Luis 
park, the Arkansas,valley, the north- 
central and the south-central counties.

The question is, how far is it safe to extend the par- 


doning power, and is there any reason why certain per-

'slderation not accorded their fellows, merely because they 
are In some ways less unfortunate. There are doubtless

no other career, is not to be classed with those who 
under sudden stress of misfortune or excitement, may 
have committed a much more serious crime. The prison 
system should be supplanted by a reformatory system 


Take it in our own state, for Instance. The reformatory 


at Buena Vista is really an intermediate prison. Only 
men under a certain age are supposed to be sent there 
Occasionally a man of forty finds he is not yet twenty- 
eight, when a merciful judgo is of the opinion that the 
light sentence is sufficient; this turning backward of time 
in Its flight also has been known to occur when certain 
sheriffs, with an eye to the main chance, would receive 
considerably more mileage for taking the prisoner to the 
further point. On the Western Slope, on the other hand 
hoys have occasionally found themselves sent to Canon 
for no other purpose than to yield the kindly officer of 
the law before mentioned, the additional revenue to be 
derived from the longer journey. 


Age hasn't anything to do with it. An old man may 


steal for the first time, and yet be by no means so hope- 
less a case as some of the street Arabs who go from the 
Industrial school to the reformatory and from tho reform- 
atory to the penitentiary, as If these institutions were 
finishing off schools. There ought to be some way of 
classifying prisoners, .and segregating those whose influ- 
ence Is contaminating. For them there should be a. prison 
where hope was left behind. For all others the reform- 
atory, with all possible means to assist in toning up tho 
weakened moral character and leading to a complete 
regeneration and shuffling off of the old life is the proper 
thing and the goal toward which we are tending. 


It would often be an improvement upon the parole 


system if the judg* before whom the prisoner Is tried 
could suspend sentence during good behavior, requiring 
the culprit to report to the proper officials, and giving him 
to understand that they will be sent to jail Instantly on 
any signs of a relapse from grace. If he is to be paroled 
after a few months of prison life, and he can be re- 
formed by paroling him in the first place, that is Infinitely 
the better way. Warden Hoyt once said, "If you want 
to reform anybody, do It before he gets into prison." 
That Is the testimony of nearly all of those who have 
had dealings with criminals. Universally they say pre- 
vention is better than euro. The Idea Is to reform. This 
Is better, and cheaper, since no appeal reaches the mind 
so quickly as one that saves the pocket, than any system 
of punishments that can be devised, no matter how admi- 
rably they might fit the crime.

Now If it had been the National American Woman

men needed a little more education before they made 
their advent in the political arena. 
If It had even been 


the General Federation of Women's clubs, which is the 
most truly representative of nil the great organizations 
of women, it would be a little more sensible. 
But It 


Isn't. 
There are dozens of state federations, but their 


elections are not marked by any of the cataclysmic con- 
ditions dilated upon by this sorrowing daughter. At the 
last biennial of tho G. F. W. C. there was the widest 
possible difference of opinion on the subject of reorgani- 
zation, yet nobody sent anonymous letters, there was no 
ill-breeding or vindictlveness, and when It was all over 
there was no hard feeling that one side had been de- 
feated, and no disposition to crow on the part of the 
victors. 


There was another remarkable thing In that conven- 


tion. It was commented upon by hundreds of women, and 
stood for an object lesson not to be readily forgotten. 
The forty-two delegates from Colorado voted as a unit 
on all questions. They had not adopted the unit rule, 
but their years of political training had taught them that 
United we stand, divided we fall." The votes from other 
slates came In again and again on both sides of a ques- 
tion; Colorado voted on one side only. All matters of 
controversy had been settled before the delegation en- 
ered the convention; ther» was the utmost harmony and 
without any preconcerted plan those forty-two women 
itood for,the same things from start to finish. 


Judging from experience, the best thing that could 


happen to Mrs. Wilcox's back-biters would be six or seven 
'ears training at caucuses, and primaries, and in more 
or less turbulent conventions. When they, got through 
hey would know .more ot the gospel of give and take, 
and might rise above the pettiness of spirit that now, 
iccording to her, characterizes them.

HE individual who has achieved newspaper great-

Ella Wheeler Wilcox has reached this pinnacle of 


lame through the writing of verse of the erotic and neu- 
rotic description, and articles upon the foibles of her 
own sex, that can beat be described by the expressive if 
nelegant word, "tommyrotlc." Her last contribution to 
iterature is upon "Women in Politics," and deserves to 
be illuminated and framed and hung up in whatsoever 
places women,may congregate. It is a remarkable doc- 
ument. Nothing like it has been seen for many a long 
day. The keen mental grasp of her subject, the sharp 
analysis, and above all the logic are something to leave 
the reader gasping. There is only one fault to be found 
with it; the screed should have been called "An Election 
n the Society of the D— of A—K—." Mrs. Wilco= rea- 
sons by analogy entirely; like the Irishman who found 
ono feather hard to sleep on and exclaimed, "Pwat would 
a whole bed av thim be!" she finds the methods In one 
club bad, and jumps to the conclusion that if one or- 
ganization is undesirable more could only bo worse. But 
t is only fair to let her state her own case, which she 
does as follows:

only is woman a secret power in political circles 
in America, but also am I convinced how. impos- 
sible it is for woman to guide, direct or manage 
any purely feminine institution without man's as- 
sistance.

Influence is often far from good and her methods 
far from straightforward and open-handed. 


One of the largest, and by far the .most patri- 


otic and typically American, organizations of wo- 
men in the country held a meeting not many 
months ago in Washington, to elect a national 
leader. 


This position incurs much work, small glory 


and no profit. It is a petty office, only made digni- 
fied by noble womanhood. 


It is one which any woman with serious.in- 


terests in life would hesitate to accept, and, hav-. • 
ing accepted the nomination, she ought to find sat- 
isfaction only in the thought that if the majority 
of members voted her into office she;would be 
willing to sacrifice her time to represent the BO- 


: clety worthily. 


Yet a more .disgraceful. exhibition of ill- 


breeding, vindlctiveness and petty spite, mingled 
with an appalling lack of .high Ideals and prin- 
ciple, -was never displayed by any. masculine po- 
litical party, in the most heated presidential:cam- 
paign than by these "ladles." 


Anonymous, letters, insulting personalities, 


petty affronts, mosquito-bite persecutions, were all 
introduced in this female convention—a conven- 
tion composed of, be it understood, women of so- 
cial station, wealth and culture, from a|l portions 
of our United States. 


Not satisfied with these purely feminine meth- 


ods of procedure, they went still further—and em- 
ployed some other measures, which savored 
strongly of blackmail. 


Woman is at present -unable to occupy, grace- 


fully and with dignity any prominent position 
wherein she is thrown In close business associa- 
tion with other women, and woman's influence 
over man in all public matters is often question- 
able in its morality. 


The very fact that women of mature years, pos-. 


sessod of many of earth's choicest beBslngs could so 
strive for the petty position 6f figurehead of a 
woman's organization, proves that her 
mental 


powers are still In a state of evolution, and that 
she is about as fit to take part in the direction 
of national matters of real import, as a four-year- 
old child Is fit to guide a warship into battle. 


Until women can carry through the election 


of an officer in a silly little sex club without losing 
their dignity, breeding or principle, and without 
calling in the aid of men, they had better keep 
in the background regarding their equal rights to 
a voice in the government of-nations.

HE anniversary of the-battle of Manila bay, the 


splendid contributed-editorial on the subject by 
Captain Coghlan, who commanded the 'Raleigh 
in that memorable fight, and the presence in this 


city of Hon. 'John D. Long, secretary of the navy, all 
recall with glorious emphasis the magnificent record and 
splendid achievements of the United States. navy In. our 
war with Spain. 
' 


It would have availed us little to have had heroic 


commanders, courageous officers and brave and skillful 
gunners if they had not had the perfect equipment, the 
full supply of ammunition, the fuel, the provisions, and 
the other necessary wherewithal to conduct a naval cam- 
paign and to engage in naval battles. 


One month before war was declared most of. our 


government officials believed it might be averted. Our 
jayy. was, widely scattered. Dewey's squadron was'in the 
harbor of Hong-kong, some seven thousand miles from 
our nearest port, the Oregon was In the Pacific ocean, 
other -warships and cruisers were scattered along the 
Atlantic coast for thousands of miles. 


But when the war actually began every warship, every 


cruiser, every torpedo boat, every government collier, 
was in the place assigned it and every one was equipped 
and ready for whatever might come. When one con- 
siders the limited capacity of war vessels for the.carry- 
,ng of ammunition and coal and provisions and also con- 
siders that we had not a battleship In Dewoy's squadron 
and that he was actually so fearful of exha'ustlng bis 
ammunition that a false report about his • ammunition 
supply two hours after the battle had begun.caused him 
to draw off and to take account of stock, and when one 
considers that the shore batteries alono were presumed 
to outnumber those on board our ships and that the har- 
bor was supposed to be alive with torpedo beds, then one 
can gain a faint idea of the courage and brilliancy of 
this naval battle fought 7,500 miles from a friendly port 
and the supreme courage and confidence of tho govern- 
ment minister who gave the order to "destroy the Span- 
ish fleet," and who had loft no detail of equipment, or 
supplies, or efficiency of officers or men unattended to. 


Just prior to the war and in its early days.we were 


daily regaled by pages of newspaper stuff about the ar- 
rangements being made to fit out the army for the Cuban 
campaign. But who ever heard one word about the tre- 
mendous efforts which must have been put forth-to pre- 
pare for the great naval campaigns which followed? With 
no agitation, with no public discussion, with no shadow 
or hint of a scandal Dowey's squadron was equipped in 
tha far east. It was supplied with provisions, with am- 
munition, with clothing, with coal and colliers, with 
everything needed'for a dangerous and vigorous naval 
campaign. 
. 


Sampson and Schley and Watson were similarly 


served. 
The Oregon was safely and speedily brought 


from the Pacific to the Atlantic coast. All was done 
as if by magic and the results proved conclusively that 
nothing had been left undone. No member' of President 
McKlnley's cabinet during the;war with Spain so much 
attached himself to the American people as tho secretary 
of the navy. Without ostentation or bluster, with,that 
humble faith in the Divine Will which characterizes his 
every act, with supreme confidence in the bravery and 
heroism of the American seamen, Secretary Long suppler 
mented his faith by his deeds, and, with a masterly 
knowledge of every detail of the service, he: left nothing 
lacking to the complete success of the plans outlined by 
himself and his advisers for the annihilation of the enemy 
upon the sea. 


The American people have'paid public tribute 'to 


Dewey and Sampson and Schley for their heroic con- 
duct. These men have enrolled their names high in the 
temple of fame and they have added imperishable laurels 
to the glory and renown of tho American navy. Theirs 
was the public performance of the great tragedy, which 
was conceived In secret and right royally did they acl 
their parts. 


But none of them occupies a warmer place in the 


admiration and affection of the American people, than 
does the great secretary who directed their efforts am 
who supplied their every need that the honor and glory 
of the American flag might be upheld and sustained and 
none receives more credit than he from thoughtful peo- 
ple for thorn brilliant achievements.

everything not English. This calls to mind the story of 
the American who asked his Atlantic liner acquaintance 
If he "was not a foreigner." The "foreigner" asked In 
reply, after the true Yankee fashion, when the United 
States annexed the oceans lying contiguous to her shores. 
The Stead plan is nothing more than a system of corre- 
spondence between the school children of different coun- 
tries. He tells a friendly school teacher that he knows 
of half a dozen German boys who want to write to as 
many English boys, or girls, or that so many French lads 
would like to discuss numismatic lore with some English 
boys. The letters begin to pass, but the English boy 
brings his Melsterschaft and Ollendorf to his aid -and 
writes awful German, and the citizen of der Vatertand 
does his best in English. Neither one can laugh much at 
the other's expense, because of a consuming fear that 
no matter how bad the English of the German hoy, the 
English boy's'German may be even more soul-harrowing 
to one who hears the tongue of Schiller. 


Mr. Stead is enthusiastic over the plan, and says: 


There is nothing so likely to promote and ' 


cement the friendliness of nations as this plan of 
international correspondence. 
Often the young 


people become warm personal friends. My eon, 
for Instance, went over and visited the boy In 
Germany with whom he had corresponded, and 
later the young German' returned the visit. In 
addition, there is no other way In which a foreign 
language can be so quickly and so easily learned. 
It makes it pleasant from the first, and the chil- 
dren learn German and French without ever real- 
izing that they are studying at all. The children 
write to each other about postage stamps, "botani- 
cal specimens, and all sorts of things. We find 
that sex haa little to do with it. Boys would often 
rather write to other boys and girls to other girls. 
One of the great. advantages of this plan over any 


Volapuk system that could be devised is that the knowledge 
of any other tongue enriches the vocabulary and under- 
standing of one's own, not by the use of French or German 
words or phrases, hanled in by the heels, but by a process 
of illumination. To be a master of English some knowl- 
edge of at least one or two other languages Is almost a 
necessity. Take,.for instance, Bryant's "Index Expur- 
gatorius," that must'be learned by heart and conformed 
to by every writer 'on The Evening Post, in the days of 
Bryant, at least., H^s first rule was never to use a word 
of Latin derivation if there was a word meaning the same 
thing In good Anglo-Saxon. A Post writer could "begin." 
He was never permitted to: "commence." But how was 
the aspirant for-a place on The Post to conform to this 
rule unless he knew Anglo-Saxon when he saw it, and 
Latin when he heard it? • 


With the widening of our political horizon there has 


come a widening of the Intellectual thought of the nation. 
It is altogether probable that there have been .more 
classes/in Spanish, French and .German formed .in the 
last three years in the United States than in the preced- 
ing decade. Why not enlarge Mr.^Stead's letter exchange 
for the benefit of adults who want to learn to "parler" 
and "sprechen" with the rest of the world?

HREE YEARS AGO on Sunday, May 1, 1898, 


was fought the battle of Manila Bay, where the 
'United States squadron of six vessels under the 
command of Admiral (then Commodore) George 


Dewey annihilated the' Spanish squadron of nine vessels 
under Rear Admiral Montojo off the town of Cavite, about 
six and a half'miles from Manila. This was a most won- 
derful battle.in most of its aspects. Our squadron, al- 
though numerically, superior in gim flre to the Spanish 
vessels, was inferior; and vastly so, to the enemy guns 
afloat and ashore, which'bore on our vessels and were 
used during the fight. Owing to the shoalness of the 
water about the locality where the Spanish squadron -was 
massed, the battle was one at comparatively long range, 
an the lack of necessary local knowledge prevented our 
squadron from closing In to short range. 
Even under 


such disadvantages the vast superiority ot American men, 
methods and training was clearly demonstrated, and can 
bo best appreciated by tho fact that after an exchange 
ot shot for nearly three hours, the Americans came out 
of battle practically uninjured without the loss of a man, 
while the Spanish vessels were all destroyed with an un- 
known loss of men, admitted by tho Spaniards to amount 
to 381 people. 
• 


As is well known in theso days of steam propulsion, 


coal is a most Important factor in naval warfare, and 
without it vessels are useless. This fact compelled our 
squadron to take with them, In colliers, enough, coal to 
retreat to China In case of disaster, and the slowness of 
the colliers hampered Us movements to a great degree. 
But the senseless panic of the people of Manila, as wa» 
the case on tho eastern ^seaboard of the United States, 
compelled .the Spanish admiral to cluster bis vessels In 
those waters, and gave our squadron its sole chance to 
destroy it at one blow and thus by the same stroke Insure 
its own safety, secure our western coast from all fear, 
strike with a wholesome fear the navy of Spain, and 
confine the war to Cuban waters. The rest of our little 
navy was thus given a free scope and could concentrate 
its efforts In the best, manner possible. 


Incidentally the battle of Manila Bay did another 


great service; It raised our navy from a position of con- 
tempt to one of admiration, If not of fear, on the part of 
Europe and from that day to this the United States has 
been reckoned n very great factor in the-politics-of the 
world. The destiuction of Cervera's squadron off San- 
tiago served to emphasize this position, which our coun- 
try owes solely to its sea power—but, as has been ably 
pointed out In congress, "Cuba was liberated in the ori- 
ent," and had no other engagement taken place Spain 
would have been driven from that island. The battle of 
Manila Bay changed the map.of the world and settled 
at once the policy of our country in its expansion. No 
matter what political cries or arguments may bo used in 
the endeavor to break down an administration, no party 
will ever dare to relinquish the territory and material 
berieflts which .we gained from-the results of that bright 
May morning. Sophists may. spit hairs over "continen- 
tal" and "over-sea" expansion,' but the future must be 
looked out for, and our growing population must and 
will have outlets for its surplus products. As Secretary 
Seward pointed out at the.time of the Alaskan purchase, 
the shores of the Pacific and their teeming hordes are 
our future markets, .and territorial posts and possessions 
arc necessary for the proper protection and exploitation 
of our commerce there. 
In the .race of the nations 


nothing can be gained except at great cost, and gen- 
erally this embraces both blood and treasure; but the 
present proud position of our country was only gained 
through the same means by our ancestors. Why then, 
should we hesitate to hand down to our posterity equal 
advantages purchased at the same price? "Manila Bay' 
will always be a bright page in our history, and ;tpday 
the!officers of Dewey's squadron take the first step to 
keep alive its memory by a memorial reunion and a 
dinner at Washington, D. C., in-its commemoration at 
which every officer who can possibly do so will be pres- 
ent. Although only three years have passed, many of 
them have already "crossed to the other shore," carrying 


with them the sorrows of our people. Those who meet 
tcjday have the gratitude and good will of the American, 
pepple. -And well they may, for history nowhere records 
such, great, and _lasting gains, morally asd phyiicaljy,

NEW YORK'S BATTLE FOR HONEST GOVERNMENT

The mayoralty contest to be decided this fall by the electors of Greater 


New York is one of the greatest Importance to the taxpayer, the citizen anxious 
to secure for the municipality the cnforcemenfof the laws, and the waee wofker. 
In view of the fact that the new' charter abolishes several of the established 
departments and that the work done by them will pass into new hands, and 
furthermore as an entirely new department regulating the building of tenement 
houses haa been created, the mayor to bo elected should bo a business man of 
known executive ability. 


The charter commission, building upon the experience of the old one and In 


full possession of the evidence ot evils arising from its provisions, sought to bo\d 
each and every department accountable by fixing 'the responsibility for Its man- 
agement upon one authorized head. The commissioners in theory, should bo 
In. fact, representatives of the mayor in their respective departments. To him 
the commissioners are responsible, and the mayor, for the sake of his own 
honor and credit, being himself responsible to the citizens of the city and state, 
should bo thoroughly posted as to the performance of duties In each of the re- 
spective branches of municipal government. 
Under the domination of Tammany Hall commissioners yield to the mayor 
perfunctory

Itical organization directs. Assuming the causes which led to the recently 


^enacted police bill and the appointment of a single headed commission to have 
been founded on substantial and Incontrovertible grounds, it Is only fair to 
charge the mayor with the actions of his commissioners. Indeed, in the law, 
they were his agents and not the agents of Tarnmany Hall. The horrible reve- 
lations of the committee of fifteen and the awful disclosures of the committee 
of five In the "Red Light" district and of the "protection" of all kinds of vice 
are a blot not only on the commissioners but the mayor as -well. 
The citizen and taxpayer elect the mayor and it is the mayor who is held 
responsible for the enforcement of the law. It was stated last summer that the 
infamous ice trust based its confidence in securing a monopoly of ice selling by 
controlling the docks of the city. If it were true that such was the case it was 
the duty of the mayor to summon the dock commissioners before 'him and 
charge them with It. They as his agents were responsible to him; and he to the 
citizens. 


Organization Is necessary for the purpose of bringing voters to the polls 
and for crystallizing In a unit the scattered advocates of a principle; and, also, 
for agreement on a policy and candidates. Candidates elected at the polls are 
responsible to all the citizens for the rigid enforcement of the laws and for tho 
performance of all the duties essential to conducting the business of a great 
municipality. Such, however, is not the doctrine of the existing great political 
organizations. Tammany insists upon .the successful candidate for the mayor- 
alty rendering to it such benefits as he can by virtue of his office and In con- 
Juctlns his businesses best.suits the organization. 
' 
Vast improvements in bridge building-arid tunnel digging are and will be 
urged. Millions are demanded for their successful construction;;our school sys- 
tem, the jverltable cornerstone upon which .our government of the future Is 
to be erected, also calls for millions; our Increasing water front which matn- 
tpms our pre-eminence as a port, demands more millions. In addition to this 
are the enormous expenses of cleaning and policing our streets, our fire de- 
partment, system of lighting, our.parks, charities, corrections and sanitary con- 
ditions. And yet, we are always; dangerously close to the debt limit. 


While much should be:done in these directions'it is not^wise or expedient 
to so anticipate the future that the present generation be made to stagger under 
un ever-Increasing burden of taxation. In some quarters great public improve- 
ments are hailed with delight as creating; labor. To those actually employed, 
doubtless some benefit accrues, but the taxation required to defray these ex- 
penses'Imposes a burden on every laborer In'the city who-feels It. In Increased 
rents.-' . . . .

: A-mayor of a great city.like New York should be one eminently fitted to eon- 
ct a great business enterprise, a man well adapted to master the details 


of the departments and exact from each and every commissioner faithful per- 
formance of the duties of his office: 
The. recently, enacted tenement, house law. and the new excise law will 
revolutionize the liquor traffic and the building industry, of this city. The pro- 
visions affecting immorality In tenements will create a new phase of the social 
evil problem arid .its management arid control will exhaust the powers of the 
municipal government. For this problem to be handled,without gloves as most 
conclusive to the honor and welfare of the city, it is essential that.the mayor 
should be a rigidly upright man or a system of persecution and blackmail will 
bo inaugurated which will dwarf the so-called system of "police protection'."

Edward the Seventh's kingdom is 
the best and greatest ot all our customers. During- the last fiscal year it took 
41.71 per cent, of our domestic exports, the total of which amounted to the enor- 
mous sum of Jl,370,763,671. To the British colonies and dependencies we sent an ad- 
ditional 12.17 per cent., whfbh brings the figures up to within a fraction of 4 per 
cent, more than one-half of all.the products of our farms, factories and mines 
that we sold to the rest of the world. It is neither good taste nor good policy 
to say that both the kingdom and the colonies could not have done better else- 
where, that It was their Interest to deal with us, and, consequently, that we owe 
them no gratitude. That is not the rule in mercantile transactions and it should 
not be a canon of conduct in. international commerce. 
There Is, however, another side to tho question, the ethical one, which cannot 
be io easily disposed of. All the world knows that the new loan has been made 
necessary by the .war In South Africa, a contest between one of the greatest 
monarchies and a little republic, which, by the.heroism of its people In one of 
the most unequal struggles ever entered upon, has excited 'the wonder and ad- 
miration of the world, and 'the story, of which, whatever may be the Issue will 
be forever one of the most glorious chapters In all history. How shall'we as a 
natlqn figure in it? In the pages of some future British Macaulay it will be 
glowingly set forth that "In the crucial hour of the prolonged and disastrous 
campaign the capitalists of New York vied with the patriotic bankers of Lon- 
don In rushing to the financial support of the party which was pledged to 
strangle the Boer republic." And the Motley of the Boers—what of him? Must 
he not say that "owing; to the gallant resistance of the little republic the ex- 
penses of prosecuting the war became so heavy that taxation was no longer 
adequate to meet the enormous drain upon the British treasury; that in tha 
emergency the desperate expedient o£ a new loan was adopted? Then, Indeed, 
he may write- a curious spectacle was presented to the world. Great capital- 
ists that had Ticcumulated vast fortunes mainly .through favors obtained from 
republican administrations, cabinets and congresses, and who still claimed 
to be supporters of republican and democratic institutions, -were swift to 
cable their subscriptions to the sorely distressed chancellor of the British ex- 
chequer. So eager were they to see government of the people, by the people 
for the people killed In South Africa that they would readily have taken the 
pntlre loan. Not a dollar had one of them contributed to the farmers of the 
Transvaal, while, with singular Inconsistency, many of them vaunted that In 
thoW. veins flowed the blood of the embattled farmers of Lexington and Bunker 
Hill. Here are two faces of the medal. 


While we may deplore all this and wish it -were otherwise, we are powerless 
to alter the conditions that bind us. Peoples and their.governments must be 
practical. Their first .duty • Is to conserve their own Interests. 
When they 
cease to do so, the decline-and fall soon follow.

EUROPEAN JEALOUSY OF THE UNITED STATES.

The United States are today the best hated-nation In the world, not by the 


people of other countries, but by the governing and manufacturing" classes In 
them. This antipathy Is entirely natural, for It is founded on what is perhaps 
the strongest of all human motives—self Interest. The splendid success of the 
Republican system, as exemplified in our magnificent national progress, is a 
menace to every throne in existence. During the century that has closed the 
divine right mob have persistently kept the specter of the success of the French 
revolution on parade as an awful warning of what the world should become 
under popular government. No friend of liberty will attempt to defend the 
horrible crimes then perpetrated in the name-of the people. Thomas Jefferson 
who saw that revolution In its inclplency and who was practically one ot the 
actors in it, wrote of Robespierre in 1796, "What a tremendous obstacle to the 
future attempts at liberty will be the atrocities of Robespierre." 
This opinion 
he/never changed for his last-words on the subject-are found in a letter, to 
Madame de Stael In 1813. "Robespierre." he then said, "met the fate arid his 
memory the execration he so Justly merited." SIX years before his'death in 
1836, the author of the great Declaration put the bitterly.condemned Jacobins 
In their true historical position in;the words- "The society of Jacobins waa 
Instituted on principles and views, as virtuous as ever kindled the hearts of 
patriots. It was the pure^ patriotism of their purposes which extended" heir 
association to .the limits of the nation, and rendered their power within it bound- 
less;, and it was this power which degenerated their principles and practices 
to »uch enormities as never before could have been Imagined." The terrible 
drama can no longer be used by the European advocates of monarchy to make 
the people acquiesce in Imperial government for they clearly see that under 
the well ordered rule of .the people by the people tor the people, tn^TJnlted 
States Imve advanced to the learership of the nations of the world? and ale

Could-Not Beat Chinese Gamblers. 


While on the China station In the Del- 


aware while a "younker" Rear-Admiral 
Robley D. KvanS had some Interesting 
experiences. He describes one of them 
In "A Sailor's Log," published by the 
Appletons, as follows: 


"A party of us—youngsters, of course 


—figured out a scheme by which we 
could beat the Chinese gambling game 
known as 'fan-tun.' Our system was 
carefully gone over, and the more we 
examined it the more certain It ap- 
peared that we had'only to play long 
enough In order to amass great wealth. 
Finally, we made our plans to go to 
the Portuguese c(ty of Aiucuu. • 
fifty miles away, and clean out tha 
gambling shops there first, as they were 
reputed (6 be more wealthy than the 
Chinese dens In Hong-kong, and wealth 
was what we we; e. after. Some of our 
shipmates heard- ol« our scheme, and, 
being convinced, of the soundness of 


our system, Intrusted us with various 
sums to bo invested for their interest— 
the foundation of their fortunes, aa It 
were. Four of us finally set out on this 
Important excursion, reached Macao 
safely, and, having Heiturud comforta- 
ble rooms at one of the best hotels, 
began our breaking process on one of 
the large gambling houses. For a tim<* 
we did well, and It really looked as If 
we were going tn set the best of the 
game; but the banker eventually struck 
the weak point In the system, and wo 
went home at 3 u. m. with just money 
enough to pay our bill and our faro 
back to Hong-kong. Wo did not hour 
the lust of that expedition for inuny 
a long day."

The Spanish Missions of Alta California

T 


HE SITES selected by the padres 


for their missions were almost 
Invariably in fertile 
valleys 


watered by rivers and com- 


^manding beautiful views. They were 


always in locations favorable for de- 
fense. 


The various missions were a day's 


Journey apart, so the traveler up the 
coast after having been hospitably re- 
ceived at one mission could be sure of 
reaching another by nightfall where 
he would receive welcome and enter- 
tainment. In the days of their pros- 
perity the mission larders were well 
supplied with every necessity and many 
luxuries. 
The fruit grown in their 


orchards comprised nearly every vari- 
ety raised in California at the. present 
time, and grains and vegetables be- 
sides stock were raised In abundifnce. 


Then the Indians, less warlike in 


character than the tribes east ot .the 
Rockies, -were easily persuaded to live 
about the missions, and being tractable

peace In the soul of man. The rcstles 
activity which seems a part of the In 
herltance of the New Englander Is un 
known to the native Callfornlan. Th 
only Interruption to this serenity o 
the elements occurred in the form o 
earthquakes which occasionally dls 
turbed the Inhabitants and reminded 
them of the force which lies hidden 
beneath this calm exterior. Tho beau- 
tiful mission San Juan Capistrano 
founded November 1, 1776, was In 1812 
Injured by a severe earthquake shock 
This occurred during the hour of ser- 
vice and sent the tower of the churcl 
crashing downward upon the heads Oi 
the worshipers, killing 40 of their num- 
ber.

There seems to be a soothing Influ- 


ence in the remarkably equable cli- 
mate of most sections of California, 
and people who live there, while per- 
haps being less Inclined to exertion than 
Inhabitants of less favored climes, are 
also more contented and peaceable, less 
contentious, and accordingly less in- 
clined to resist oppression.- In the days 
of the Franciscan dynasty strife was 
unknown and want was unknown. Be- 
neath that blue and cloudless sky, that 
golden summer sUnjy and In that soft 
and balmy atmosphere, in sight ot the 
•.glorious Pacific: whose white-capped 
waves rolling in to shore seem to chant 
a perpetual benediction, all haste, all 
strife, all turmoil, seem'trivial and im- 
pertinent. The peace and harmony of 
nature seem to Invite a corresponding 


Ing party that a large number of sol- 
diers were In the rear; whereupon the 
Indians desisted from their purpose. 


While the opening ceremonies of this 


mission were being performed, news 
was received of the uprising of the In- 
dians at San Diego, and the celebration 
was brought to a hasty termination, 
the soldiers starting Immediately for 
the post of danger. The valuable mis- 
sion property, Including the bells, was 
hastily concealed In the earth. 


At a later period In its history this 


mission was descended upon by pirates 
under their leader Bouchard, who dwelt 
there riotously for a time, carousing 
and destroying such valuables as they 
could not carry away, while the Inhabi- 
tants sought refuge in the forest along 
the shoes of the Rio Trabuco. 


Some of the Indians were very skill- 


ful at wood carving, and some fine 
specimens of their work are preserved 
at San Juari Capistrano. One old chair 
is especially beautiful and shows su- 
perior workmanship. 


The mission of San Juan Bautlsta is 
another very beautiful example of mis- 
sion architecture and Is in a better 
state ot preservation than Capistrano. 
It Is one of the later missions, having 
been founded 
by Padre Lasuen, the 


third president of missions In Alta, Cal- 
ifornia; and work was begun on It on 
the day of the feast ot St. John the 
Baptist, hence Its name. Although 
founded in 1707 the church itself 
was 


not finished until 1812, and the dedica- 
tion took place on the 23d ot June. At 
one time this mission possessed a mag- 
nificent chime of bells, nine in number, 
which are said to have been brought 
from Peru. But the rich, mellow tone 
tot which they were remarkable was 
unfortunately lost In the process of re- 
casting them In San Francisco many 
years later. 


Many of the old mission bells were 


brought from Spanish dominions, and 
played an Important part In the mis- 
sion services. It was considered a most 
fortunate thing for a ship to have on 
board a consecrated bell, and It Is re- 
lated that a certain vessel on Its voyage 
to San Diego carried some mission 
bells. When nearlng the coast this ves- 
sel struck a rock, yet passed on Into 
port in safety, and the good captain 
congratulated himself on this escape, 
attributing It to the presence of the 
consecrated bells. 


Bessie Chandler has written a poem 


expressing a very pretty fancy In re- 
;ard to two of these bells:

founded In 1708 In a beautiful valley 
watered by a .sparkling stream. It Is 
still a fine specimen of mission archi- 
tecture, although only a deserted and 
neglected ruin. The bells In the tower 
{were brought from Boston in 1820. The 
mission buildings opened upon a courf- 
yard, once fragrant with the Castiltan 
rose. 
There the old-fashioned holly-

COLORADO WILD FLOWERS 


By PROF. CHAS. BROOKOVER. 


T 


HE FLOWER illustrated this 


week Is what is known popu- 
larly as1 the sand Illy. When 
Coulter complied his Manual 


of Rocky Mountain Botany he evi- 
dently knew no common name for.it, 
or at least he gave it none. It Is de- 
scribed in Coulter under its scientific 
name, Leucociinum raontanum, Nutt. 
It is a flower of the foothills, showing 
Its white, waxy petals (perianth) soon 
after the,anemones and sand daisies 
bloom.; There- are a number of bios-' 
soms from each plant and usually sev- 
eral plants together form a-tuft. 


The leaves are long, narrow and, 
thick, their veins, running parallel from 
end,to eu4. Surrounding the base of 
the leaves 
are 
scale-like 
leaves, 
called |n botanical 
language / bear- 
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lous bracts. There are others around 
each separate power. Outside the whole 
bunch of/leaves and flowers, Is a fl- 
brous net-like substance left from last 
year's leaves and bracts. In this last 
character they remind one of the wild 
onions, of which, in fact, they are very 
near relatives. 


Like .most of our plants that>blossom 
early, the sandy Illy is a perennial, 'de- 
pending: for ltd'rapid early growth up- 
on the, storage, qf starch in Its roots. 
It grows frpm a very short rootstalk. 
the decaying remains of the growth of 
previous years, ofien-being found when 
digging, M\em" up. The roostook. is a step 
in the, evolution or-plans by means 
ot which tender herbs are enabled to 
live; from, year to year without being 
forced.tt<n4sl|bysh ^themselves anew 
seeds. It 


were bent over Into a horizontal po- 
iltlon and burled. Being under

Jresh starch for next year's growth.

In the language of the botanist, the 


< ml lily belongs to the xerophyte so- 
lely. That is, It is fitted to grow In 


.-i'y situations. There are a number of 


ays In which plants may be fitted 
o cope with dry surroundings. 
The 


•ay the sand lily meets the dry con- 
ition, Is by having leaves with thick- 
led epidermis so as to transpire but 
ttle water, and by being deep rooted, 
he leaves run down about two Inches 
:fore they join the rootstock, 
and 


om this point the thick roots strike 
t In all directions seeking moisture. 
f these means, it is enabled to live 
our dry sandy soils and merit the 
me of sand Illy. 
The flower Is composed of six petal- 
ise segments in two Sets of three each. 
sere are six stamens, one opposite each 
eement. The flower Is a very long one 
/Ith the ovules at the bottom of about 
wo inches of tube. The botany says, 
very fragrant flowers," but I have 
ailed to find them so. Fragrance and 
lectar are generally furnished by flow-, 
>r» for the attraction of Insects that 
.vlll carry pollen. On this plant the 
inther opens on Its Inner surface so 
:hat pollen might readily fall on the 
atlgma of the same flower. I have not 
observed that Insects visit the blossoms 
much. 


One of the remarkable things about 


the plant is the limited distribution 
of Its seeds. The seeds are formed in 
the ovary some distance under 
the 


ground, and the wind could not often 
distribute them. Prompted by curiosity 
to know about the seeds, I dug down 
last fall and found them In situ, as 
the geologist would say. 
In digging 
plants this spring, I still find these lit- 
tle black seeds, some yet In the seed 
pods, slightly swollen by the moisture 
and about to germinate. 
Evidently 
they are going to send up shoots close 
beside the mother plant. This explains 
why we find them'growing in tufts. The 
larger the tuft: the longer they have 
been established In that location. But 
how a new situation Is secured, is not 
as yet very plain to me. It must de- 
pend greatly on accidental transporta- 
tion by insects. It seems certain that 
the perpetuation of the species in this 
case depends a great deal more on the 
plant's being deep rooted than' it does 
on Us being able to distribute its seeds 
freely as do most plants.

which must soon awe the world by Its 
rapid and stupendous growth.

Ground was broken for the new Ad- 
ministration and Science building. 


Already $160,000 has been secured 


for Its erection and equipment. Mr. 
Winfleld S. Stratton anil Dr. D. K. 
Pearsons of Chicago have already paid 
Into the treasury of the college $50,000 
each. In fact, nearly all the money 
has been received by the treasurer of

the college, and work will now bo 
pushed as rapidly as possible. It will 
take something more than a year in 
which to complete the building, and 
when done Colorado will possess one 
of the best laboratory biuldlngs In tho 
country. 
This enterprise represents 


an immense amount of work and de- 
votion, and the new building Is In line 
with the larger plans which exis.. for 
the future of Colorado college. 


Further contracts for the building 


will be made with local builders, and a 
large amount of work will be fur- 
nished to Colorado Springs firms. All 
money for the erection of the building 
will be expended In Colorado Springs, 
and continuous work will bo given to 
a large force throughout the whole 
year. 


As already described in these col- 


umns, the building will contain thor- 
oughly equipped science laboratories, 
lecture rooms and offices of adminis- 
tration. There will be entrances both 
at the south and north, with handsome 
facades and broad steps. The archi- 
tect is the same as that of Coburn 
library, Mr. Robert D. Anarews, of 


the firm of Andrews, Jaques & Ran- 
toul, of Boston. 


Tho board of trustees decided at a 


recent meeting to use the peach-blow 
sandstone. If satisfactory arrange- 
ments for laying It clown In Colorado 
Springs could be made. It IB the plan 
of the board to expend not loss than 
$25.000 for the purchase of apparatus, 
and other equipment of the labora- 
tories, lecture rooms and offices. 


One of tho most Important features 


of the building will be the largo "Strut- 
ton Natural History collection," which 
Is to occupy a large space In the cen- 
ter of the building. Mr. Stratton is 
himself specially interested in this 
collection, which will contain not only 
the valuable purchase recently made 
In California, but also the expensive 
geological and paleontologlcal collec- 
tions which are at present in tile 
museum In Palmer hall. 


The basement of tho building will 


contain a well-equipped department of 
assaying, as It is the plan of the trus- 
tees to make It serve in every possible 
way the needs of this locality. One 
very important feature will be a large 
room, which Is to be given exclusively 
to the use of the physicians of Colo- 
rado Springs. This will contain every 
facility for such work as ts necessary 
In lormlng comet diagnoses for vari- 
ous patients who are In their charge. 


No pains have been spared by the 


faculty of the college In making most 
careful studies of other buildings In 
the country, and in adapting the re- 
sults of these examinations to the 
needs of Colorado college.

jority. The galleries were packed

The principal figures during the last 


day of the discussion of the conl tnx 
were chiefly within the Liberal ranks. 
Sir Edward Grey, , H. H. Aequlth, 
William Abraham, Liberal, and Charles 
Fenwlck, all assailed the tax eloquent- 
ly, the last two-speaking with no little 
pathos and a broad accent, on behalf 
of the miners In whose station of life 
they worked before coming to West- 
minister.

Lambton, brother of the Earl of Dur-

who, standing amid the Conserv- 
atives, denounced the government as a 
"pack of riotous hounds after an ewe 
lamb," by which he referred to the coal 
Industry.

What the Miners' federation will do 


remains to be seen. Judging from tha 
speeches of the labor members during 
the last stages of the debate the feder- 
ation Is quite likely to declare a gen- 
eral strike-thus precipitating a struggle 
between organized labor and parlia- 
ment. Such a colllssion as was said 
frequently during the discussion, might 
prove ruinous to the coal industry and 
highly injurious to the country.
